LUTHER KING: 

The Pope is Friend of the Negroes. 

The Reverend Martin Luther King, presently 
in London for the launching of his last book 
dedicated to the racial problem entitled "Why We 
Cannot Wait," declared today that Great Britain 
also would have racial difficulties if the 
people do not exercise constant vigilance. 

. Recalling his recent audience with the 

Pope, King said that Pope Paul VI has never 
^ hidden his friendship for the Negroes. This 
4^ meeting, added King, left him with the impression 
thil;, according to the Catholic Church, segre- 
gation is morally condemnable. 

Concerning the United States, where he re- 
turns tomorrow, the Reverend King has declared 
that, after the approval of the civil rights law 
the situation has considerably improved in the 
Southern States.
